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I Didn’t Know It Was Loaded 


Some of the less pleasant news head¬ 
lines to greet us periodically are those ol 
the "DUD PROVES FATAL" or "SOUVE 
NIR WRECKS HOME" type. These articles 
don't make pleasant reading, particularly 
since they needn't have happened if nor¬ 
mal precautions had been observed — 
DON'T TOUCH IT -- CALL THE NEAREST 
RECOGNIZED AUTHORITY. 

To amplify. An ambitious home builder 
was excavating for a basement by hand 
some years ago when, from among other 
debris, he uncovered an artillery shell. 
Without further thought he set it aside 
and proceeded with the job at hand- Time 
passed. He finished his house. Married. 
Raised a family. 

The shell meantime had been utilized 
over the years in the workshop portion 
of his basement as a small anvil — for 
straightening nails, etc. — without incident. 
When not in use, it was placed on one of 
the overhead beams. His son, removing it 
one day not too long ago, dropped it — 
headline number one. 

From the recovered pieces of the shell 
it was determined that it was of a type 
that hgd not been in production since 1912. 
Adequate proof that the effectiveness is 
not always reduced by age. 

Another shell, its origin long lost through 
the process cf years of hand-me-down, 
was retired to a bay window of a resi¬ 
dence- This window, facing west received 
the maximum hours of sunlight and the 
resulting accumulation of heat day by day. 
This continued beyond the limit of aged 
explosive — headline number two. 

Then there was the case of the children 
who, after observing a mammoth fireworks 
display, scraped the husks for unused 
powder. A consiedrable accumulation and 
an added match resulted in a case of very 


severe burns and injured eyes. 

These are factual cases and indicative 
of what can happen with an apparently 
harmless object. 

What could have been another unfor¬ 
tunate item occurred last month when an 
8mm practice bomb was recovered in the 
Griesbach Area. This was a training type 
missile and normally carried no explosive 
other than the propellant charge. It was 
returned to its rightful place with no harm 
done. 

Fortunately, these incidents seldom hap¬ 
pen, but once is too often- Similar such 
cases have also occurred when the "dud" 
was in the possession of a person quali¬ 
fied in its proper handling. Here too an 
accident had no respect for qualification- 

If, among your souvenirs, you have an 
array of grenades, mortars or shells, etc. 
of which you aren't completely confidenl 
of having had everything removed but the 
government stamp, have them examined by 
an expert- 

Needless to say, all possible precautions 
are taken here in Griesbach as in other 
training area to prevent missiles from 
coming into the hands of children and 
other unauthorized persons. However, there 
is always the possibility of human error. 
It is an added precaution that areas used 
for training with explosives are placed 
"Out of Bounds" and everyone should be 
impressed with the importance of observ¬ 
ing such restrictions. 

If your youngster, unlike other children, 
disobeys your instruction in the matter 
and comes into possession of an object 
of destructive nature or knows the where¬ 
abouts of one, climb down off the chan¬ 
delier and inform either the area Provost 
Patrol or the Duty Officer at Command 
Headquarters. 


HOLIDAY TIPS 

The summer is here and with it comes 
the periods during which families vacate 
PMQs for greener pastures on vacation. 
Griesbach is now a fairly good-sized com¬ 
munity and as such, subject to such things 
in crime as thievery, breaking and enter¬ 
ing, and others. A particularly good target 
for the criminal is the empty PMQ. 

Following are some tips that will assisl 
you in concealing yocr absence from any 
prowling criminal surveying obvious or 
likely prospects, and at the same time, to 
add to your home's security: 

(a) Arrange for a stop to parcel delivery, 

(b) Arrange a stop of milk delivery; 

(c) Arrange with neighbor to check pre 
mises periodically; 


(d) Arrange for lawn to be mowed; 

(e) Secure premises and then check to 
make sure all points attended to; 

(f) Notify your Provost Detachment al 
GR 9-8400 or GA 2-6367 of your PMQ No., 
period of absence, and the neighbor having 
keys and checking responsibility. 

Provost Patrols do not guarantee absolute 
protection, but will keep an extra bit of 
attention directed to your home, thus ad¬ 
ding to its security. Your neighbor should 
be cautioned that if any strange persons 
are seen prowling in the vicinity, Provosl 
schould be called immediately. 

Make your vacation happy in all res¬ 
pects, with a secure home, followed by 
safe driving and safe water practices 
until your return.

Apparently only 48 residents of Gries¬ 
bach, out of 1,520, care how their com¬ 
munity operates. That, believe it or not, 
was the attendance at the General Meet¬ 
ing of the Griesbach Association on June 
15th. Granted that many could not at¬ 
tend — but what about the hundreds that 
could?

However, your Council plans, without this 
official sanction, to carry on and endea¬ 
vour to finish this year's program. 


The Chairman Reports 

Following is the report given by Major 
H. H. Hennie, chairman of the Griesbach 
Association, to the General Meeting of 
the Association held on June 15th. 

"Needless to say I am very disappointed 
at the attendance here tonight. To you 
who have turned out, may I offer my 
congratulations for showing an interest in 
your community. Our constitution states 
that 6 Councillors and 50 members are 
required for a quorum. We have sufficient 
Councillors present, but only 35 members 
Unfortunately, therefore, we cannot enact 
any legislation. However, for your in¬ 
formation, I will give a report, as planned, 
on your Council's activities over the past 
six months. 

"Seven meetings of Council, with almost 
a 100% attendance each time, were held 
in the period.

'(Several changes have taken place 
within the Council. I was appointed chair¬ 
man of the Association in May on the 
promotion of Lt./Col. Hamilton. Lieut- 
Austin was appointed treasurer in June 
due to the posting of Capt. Little. Major 
A- Allen has been appointed deputy chair¬ 
man. 

"The Councillors who volunteered last 
December for temporary duty, are still in 
office and have volunteered to remain 
until September, 1960. New Councillors 
are Major L. A. Swick, Ward 4, PMQ's 
8-9, 178-224, who replaced myself; Sgt- 
W. A. Taylor, Ward 10, PMQ's 450-491, 
589-604, and Mrs. R. P. Wilson, Ward 12, 
PMQ 605-631, 697-735. These wards had 
no Councillors until Sgt. Taylor and Mrs- 
Wilson volunteered their services. Ward 
13, PMQ's 632-696 has no Councillor as 
yet. 

"Your Association is in a sound state 
financially, with cash assets of approxim¬ 
ately 1,300.00. It is gratifying to note that 
resident contributions have shown an in¬ 
crease over past years, averaging, at pre¬ 
sent, well over $200.00 per month.

"Boys' hockey enjoyed a successful sea¬ 
son with 145 boys registered. Approxim¬ 
ately $782 00 was provided from Associ¬ 
ation funds for hockey and operation of 
the rink. Council has put forward a re¬ 
quest to Alta Area for rink lighting im¬ 
provements. 

"Baseball appears to be away to a good 
season with 60 boys playing in the Little 
League, in addition to one Pony League 
team. $200.00 has been provided from 
our funds to assist in their operations. 

"The Small Bore Rifle Club started the 
season with 24 children participating.

"The Boys' Boxing Club enjoyed a suc¬ 
cessful season with 45 boys enrolled.

PUBLIC SUPPORT 
FOR POLICEMEN 

The Ontario Department of Transport 
iras launched a campaign to stress the 
essenaal role of law enforcement officers 
and the public is being urged to assist 
tne traffic officer prevent accidents by 
uoeying the traffic laws. 

WhLe it may sometimes seem other¬ 
wise, the traffic policeman is not the 
sworn enemy of drivers. They do not gel 
a bonus based on the number of tickets 
tney write and traffic officers are not per¬ 
petually angry. 

They are just working people like the 
rest of us, hoping for an easy day while 
they go about their duties, and they are 
a very necessary part of modern socie¬ 
ty. Try to imagine what a shambles 
our streets and highways would be if 
there were no traffic police. 

Traffic laws are passed by legislators, 
usually provincial and municipal and these 
laws are designed to keep traffic mov¬ 
ing and at the same time keep driver: 
reasonably well separated, but the law¬ 
makers cannot anticipate every circum¬ 
stance. 

For instance, take speed laws. The 
speed limit in Edmonton is 30 mph, ex¬ 
cept where otherwise posted, and there 
are signs hung all over the place adver¬ 
tising the fact. This means, in effect, that 
you are within the law as long as you 
stay under 30. However, there are times 
when road conditions are such that 10 
mph could be a reckless rate of speed. 
In fact, there are some conditions under 
which ANY speed would be reckless — 
but still the sign hangs on its post for 
all to see, saying 30 mph. 

EXCEPT the use of knowledge and skill 
and then the only law we can count on 
in the matter of staying out of trouble 
and alive is the law of common sense. 

The traffic policeman can only "go by 
the book", but we have a lot more than 
the book to go by. If every driver would 


remember and practice the original con¬ 
cept of safety — "Safety is an automatic 
by - product of the correct performance of 
any given task" — and will drive their 
vehicles accordingly, we need never wor¬ 
ry about unwelcome attention for the min¬ 
ions of the law. 

the "natural laws", such as those govern- 
the "natural lasw", such as those govern¬ 
ing "friction", "kinetic energy", centrifugal 
force" and "gravity", we need never wor¬ 
ry about violations of man made laws. 
Do not contact that curious disease that 
is called "motor mania" for the final story 
will be ypical and could be tragic, when 
you consider how many people die in 
Canada because at least some of the 
symptoms of this disease was present, not 
to mention the million and a half whose 
injuries kept the doctors busy. 

All we have to remember is that cour- 
tesytesy is contagious and that, by our 
actions as drivers, we treat other drivers 
to large and beneficial doses of it and 
to also remember that laws and law en¬ 
forcement are very essential to the safe¬ 
ty and security of our community.

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Giant Engine Recalls Colorful Railway Era 



A giant locomotive that once chugged its way through “roller-coaster" terrain of 
the Rocky and Selkord Mountains between Calgary and Revelstoke, B. C., has become 
the newest visitor attraction in the City of Calgary. 


It stands on rails at a site in Mewata Park in the central section of the city facing 
the mountains, it was built to conquer. Adding to the glory of the steamer is full-scale 
replica o fa pineer station house, complete with hardwood benches and pot-bellied 
stove. The station acts as a tourist information centre and is the headquarters of the 
Calgary Tourist and Convention Association. 

The locomotive is one of the famous "5900's, an engine designed to challenge one 
of the toughest sections of railway in the world. A total of 35 pf these giants were 
built and were in service on the Canadian Pacific Railway's Transcontinental line from 
1929 to the early 1950's when they gave way to smaller, more efficient diesels. 

The 5900's were the biggest locomotives in the British Commonwealth. The driving 
wheels are 5 feet, three inches in' diameter. The distance from the pilot to the back 
of the tender is 98 feet, while top to bottom height measures 15 feet, six inches. 

The loaded weight of the engine in service was 447,000 pounds. The tender 
weighed an additional 284,000 pounds. An oil burner, the locomotive carried 4,100 
Imperial gallons of oil and 1,200 Imperial gallons .of water. 

The engine on display at Calgary is the "5934", second last of the series to be
